Scream Covered W ith Drifting W reck­ 
age Today— Large Quantity of Coal 
Sunk Here— Shanty Boat Tenants 
in Terror. 


The cold wave and a flood struck 
town simultaneously, 'm e former be­ 
gan to m aterialize 
Saturday 
night, 
after a fall of two or three inches of 
snow. 
It was cold Sunday morning 
and colder still this morning. 
T he mercury in local therm ometers 
registered from I above to 6 degrees 
below zero at different points in the 
city early this morning. 
There were some ambitious spirits 
who braved the cold and took their 
first sleigh 
ride of the winter yester­ 
day and last night. The W est 
End 
park has been flooded and 
there 
is 
good skating there. 
The gas supply is good and com­ 
paratively few cases of burst or frozen 
w ater pipes are reported. 
Each of the morning trains 
was 
over an hour late today on account 
of the weather. The noon train was 


was without coal, but a supply of slack 
was finally furnished them. 
Shanty boat people 
had 
a 
wild 
scramble during the night for the se­ 
curing of their moorings. 
A boat be 
longing to Thomas Marks that had 
been grounded above the w ater mark 
floated in the rising stream and was 
sinking when the family awoke. By 
prompt m easures the boat was float­ 
ed to the shore at W ashington street 
in time to prevent the loss of life 
Wm. H. Price, who has resided at 
Ralston’s crossing for 50 years, says 
that in that period he has not seen 
the 
rise 
so rapidly as it did last 
night. 
Frank Pilgrim and, others con­ 
firm the unprecedented rapidity of the 
rise. 
From Sunday noon until 
this 
morning there was a rise of almost 
a foot an hour. During the night this 
rate was increased. 
Broken flats, coal boats and rubbish 
are floating the river, entailing danger 
to navigation. The w ater has reached 
the floor of tho Enterprise coal oflice 
and is washing the 
foundations 
of 
houses at Ralston's crossing. 
There 
is no Imminent danger 
to the 
resi­ 
dents. 
At 8 ■ SO the steam er Darling passed

All day empty coal flats and 
promiscuous debris have been going 
down stream s. 
Towboats going up the river went

The cold wave and a flood struck 
town simultaneously, in e former be­

It was cold Sunday morning 
aqd colder still this morning. 
;*The mercury in local thermometers 
registered from I above to 6 degrees 
below zero at different points in the 
city early this morning. 
There were some ambitious spirits 
who braved the cold and took their 
first sleigh ride of the winter yester­ 
day and last night. The West 
End 
park has been flooded and 
there is 
good skating there. 
The gas supply is good and com­ 
paratively few cases of burst or frozen 
water pipes are reported. 
Each of the morning trains 
was 
over an hour late today on account 
of the weather. The noon train was 
20 minutes late. 
A derailed 
freight 
car at Yellow Creek caused some in 
terruption to traffic. 
The la hoi ere, who are excavating 
for the Belt Telephone company’s ca 
hie ducts on Broadway, had to build 
a long line of fires this morning to 
thaw the ground before they could do 
any digging. 
A phenomenal rise in the river took 
place Sunday afternoon 
and 
during 
the night. At 8 o'clock this morning 
the registry was 32 feet at the foot of 
Washington street, with the 
stream 
still rising. The rise 
was 
attended 
with direful results to East Liverpool, 
but its misfortunes will perhaps not 
equal those of other towns that have 
a population on the flats. 
A fleet of 50 or more empty 
coal 
^S^oats 
belonging 
to the coal

broke loose at Pittsburg Sunday 
’ night and floated down the stream. 
The first batch 
of 
the 
wreckage 
reached East Liverpool at 6:30 this 
morning and swung round the north 
pier of the bridge. 
Fortunately the 
mass, containing 
five empty coal barges, the trunks of 
' trees, some broken shanty boat3 and 
miscellaneous debris, swung clear of 
the wharf 
boat; 
but 
it 
bounded 
gainst the C. N. Foster landing 
at 
the foot of Washington street and it 
was there that the greatest damage 
was done. 
Two loaded coal flats and the im­ 
mense driving flat were torn 
loose 
from their moorings. They had been 
secured by strong inch and three-quar­ 
ter lines and would have been safe 
but for the collision. The whole mass 
floated to the Surles landing, at the 
foot of Market street, where it lodg­ 
ed in the cove. 
A flat containing 5,000 bushels 
of 
coal was broken in two with one end 
resting on the abutment. Other boats 
were jammed beneath and on top of 
the coal barge. A valuable boat be­

Foster, containing lines 
and a pump, had the end broken 
off and is sunk in the river.

The cold wave and a flood struck 
town simultaneously, 'm e former be­ 
gan to materialize 
Saturday 
night, 
after a fall of two or three inches of 
snow. 
It was cold Sunday morning 
aqd colder still this morning. 
;*The mercury in local thermometers 
registered from I above to 6 degrees 
below zero at different points in the 
city early this morning. 
There were some ambitious spirits 
who braved the cold and took their 
first sleigh ride of the winter yester­ 
day and last night. The West 
End 
park has been flooded and 
there is 
good skating there. 
The gas supply is good and com­ 
paratively few cases of burst or frozen 
water pipes are reported. 
Each of the morning trains 
was 
over an hour late today on account 
o f the weather. The noon train was 
20 minutes late. 
A derailed 
freight 
car at Yellow Creek caused some in 
terruption to traffic. 
The laborers, who are excavating 
for the Bell. Telephone company’s ca 
hie ducts on Broadway, had to build 
a long line of fires this morning to 
thaw the ground before they could do 
any digging. 
A phenomenal rise in the river took 
place Sunday afternoon 
and 
during 
the night. At 8 o’clock this morning 
the registry was 32 feet at the foot of 
Washington street, with the 
stream 
still rising. The rise 
was 
attended 
with direful results to East Liverpool, 
but its misfortunes will perhaps not 
equal those of other towns that have 
a population on the flats. 
A fleet of 50 or more empty 
coal 
kboats 
belonging 
to the coal 
com 
e broke loose at Pittsburg Sunday 
night and floated down the stream. 
The first batch 
of 
the 
wreckage 
reached East Liverpool at 6:30 this 
morning and swung round the north 
pier of the bridge. 
Fortunately the 
mass, containing 
five empty coal barges, the trunks of 
trees, some broken shanty boats and 
miscellaneous debris, swung clear of 
the 
tx hal f 
boat; 
but 
it 
bounded 
gainst the C. N. Foster landing 
at 
the foot of Washington street and it 
■was there that the greatest damage 
was done. 
Two loaded coal flats and the im­ 
mense driving flat were torn 
loose 
from their moorings. They had been 
secured by strong inch and three-quar­ 
ter lines and would have been safe 
but for the collision. The whole mass 
floated to the Surles landing, at the 
foot of Market street, where it lodg­ 
ed in the cove. 
A flat containing 5,000 bushels 
of 
coal was broken in two with one end 
resting on the abutment. Other boats 
were jammed beneath and on top of 
the coal barge. A valuable boat be­ 
longing to Foster, containing lines 
and a pump, had the end broken 
off and is sunk in the river. 
Foster's salvage will 
amount 
to 
very little. 
None of the coal will be 
saved. No damage was done to the 
Washington street landing. Arrange­ 
ments were made by telegraph this 
morning by Mr. Foster to charter a 
steamer for raising what can be ac- 
complished of the wreckage. 
The Injured firm may be able to 
recover from the coal combine suffi­ 
cient to recoup their losses. 
While not suffering any loss of prop- 
erty, the Enterprise Coal company 
was unable to reach IU driving float 
this morning. Orders for coal during 
the early hoars of the day were pro­ 
lific* but none of the firms could fill 
orders 
Owing to the low tempera­ 
ture many families have suffered dur­ 
ing the daj( through inability to ob- 
cain fuel on account 
of- the high 
water* The Catholic school building 


was without coal, but a supply of slack 
w as finally furnished them. 
Shanty boat people 
had 
a 
wild 
scramble during the night for the sc 
curing of their moorings. A boat be­ 
longing to Thomas Marks that had 
been grounded above the water mark 
floated in the rising stream and was 
sinking when the family awoke. By 
prompt measures the boat was float­ 
ed to the shore at Washington street 
in time to prevent the loss of life. 
Wm. H. Price, who has resided at 
Ralston’s crossing for 50 years, says 
that in that period he has not seen 
the 
rise 
so rapidly as it did last 
night. 
Frank Pilgrim and others con- 
firm the unprecedented rapidity of the 
rise. 
From Sunday noon until 
this 
morning there was a rise of almost 
a foot an hour. During the night this 
rate was increased. 
Broken flats, coal boats and rubbish 
are floating the river, entailing danger 
to navigation. The water has reached 
the floor of the Enterprise coal office 
and is washing the 
foundations 
of 
houses at Ralston’s crossing. 
There 
is no imminent danger to the resi 
dents. 
At 8:30 the steamer Darling passed 
to 
clear 
wreckage .at 
obstructed 
points. All day empty coal flats and 
promiscuous debris have been going 
down streams. 
Towboats going up the river went 
out of their 
regular 
course 
while 
passing here this morning. 
Instead 
of following the channel boat swent 
between Babb’s island and the Ohio 
shore. At 9 o’clock this morning the 
I. N. Bunton No. 2, towing two coal 
boats, passed up, and when near the 
head of Babb’s island passed a wreck 
ed coal flat, a part of the wreckage 
from Pittsburg. No attempt was made 
to land the wreckage. 
The Cincinnati packet, the Keystone 
State, which passed up at a late hour 
last night, did not go far her 
than 
Georgetown, where It tied up until 
this morning, and then proceeded to 
Pittsburg. Those in charge 
of 
the 
packet did not. care to risk the trip 
during the night when there was so 
much wreckage floating down stream 
At 3 p. rn. the river was 40 feet and 
nearly stationary.

if no 
com prom ise shall be effected, it is re­ 
ported th a t both 
Senators Foraker 
and H anna may come to Columbus, 
a lte r congress shall adjourn tor the 
holidays, to m arshal their respective 
to n es for the caucus contests. 
During the cam paign of the past 
summer, it is reported th at the Ohio 
senators co-cperaied in tile in terest cl 
Republican candidates for the legis­ 
lature, as Senator F oraker's successor 
is to be elected in January, and Sena­ 
tor 
Hannas 
successor 
two 
years 
hence. 
The junior. Ohio senator was 
interested as well as the senior sena 
tor, because 
it 
so 
happened that 
about 8 per cent of the members-elect 
are in their first terms and are 
ex 
pected to be serving 
their 
second 
terms when the election of Senator 
Hanna's successor shall take place in 
the next legislature. 
The Hanna men claim the Foraker 
men proceeded after the election to 
form slates for the organization of 
both brancne8 of the legislature with 
ulterior views, notably that of the re­ 
tirement of Hanna two years hence 
The contest about 
two weeks ago 
broke out into open conflict, and now 
there are opposing tickets, composed 
of Foraker and Hanna men, respec­ 
tively, for the caucuses of both the 
Republican state senators and the Re 
publican representatives. 
The oppos 
ing candidates are not limited to the 
presiding officers, but 
the factional 
lines are carried on down the list to 
include clerks, sergeants-at-arms and 
others. 
While contests are usual for 
all these places on the convening of 
a new legislature, 
there never has 
been one on such lines as ape drawn 
at this time. 
Many leading Repub­ 
licans from Ohio have visited Wash 
ington the past week, and none of 
them report any prospect of peace or 
compromise, so that the indications 
are that the contest will continuo for 
three weeks longer. 


Massachusetts, the Republican diem 
ber of the ways and means commit- ' 
tee. who opposed the Pcrto Ricon bill! 
during the last congress, will speak 
against the measure and will be sup­ 
ported in his dissent from his Re­ 
publican colleagues by Mr. Littlefield, 
of Maine, and perhaps several other j 
Republicans who opposed the Porte 
Ricon bill and who hold that a similar 
issue is presented at this time. 
On 
the Democratic side Mr. Robertson. 
a member of the ways

committee, will support the bill, and 
the remainder of the Louisiana dele- 
gation will do likewise. Representing 
the cane sugar interests of their state.

Suapicioned of Having Caused De­ 
struction of Buildings In 
Liverpool. 


New York. Dec. 16.—The presence

hence. 
The junior. Ohio senator was 
interested as well as the senior sena­ 
tor, because

are in their first terms and are

pected to be serving 
their 
second 
terms when the election of Senator 
Hanna'8 successor shall take place in 
the next legislature. 
The Hanna men claim the Foraker 
men proceeded after the election to 
form slates for the organization of 
both brancnes of the legislature with 
ulterior views, notably that of the re­ 
tirement of Hanna two years hence. 
The contest about 
two weeks ago 
broke out into open conflict, and now 
there are opposing tickets, composed 
of Foraker and Hanna men, respec­ 
tively, for the caucuses of both the 
Republican state senators and the Re­ 
publican representatives.

ing candidates are not limited to the 
presiding officers, but 
the factional 
lines are carried on down the list to 
include clerks, sergeants-at-arms and 
others.

Ile w as on th at arrested and 
tried and condemned to lie shot in the 
m orning of the following day. 
"M r. Loring, the A m erican consul, ex­ 
postulated w ith the authorities th a t it 
would be m onstrous to shoot the man 
for snch an offense, but they puld no 
attention to him, so he thereupon m ade 
a forma! protest In the nam e of the 
U nited S tates governm ent against the 
barbarous act. 
Mr. H askins, the sail­ 
or, w as in the m orning brought out 
pinioned to tie sh o t 
“As the English consul wa* prepar­ 
ing to hoist the union Jack he saw the 
crowd In th e-field opposite, w here the 
execution of the Am erican sailor, of 
which he had heard, was to take place. 
Rushing over the A m erican consul, he 
said, 'boring, you’re not going to let 
them shoot th a t maul* 
’“ W hat can I d o ? he said. 
’I have 
protest*^ against It. I can (lo no m ore.’ 
“Quicks as thought the English con­ 
sul shouted, ‘Give me your flag!’ 
And 
In a trice the stars and stripes were 
handed to the English representative. 
At once, taking his own union jack in 
his hand, he hastened across the field. 
elbowed his way through the crowd 
and soldiery, and. running up to the 
doomed man. he folded the A m erican 
flag around him and then laid the un­ 
ion Jack over It. Standing a few paces 
back, he faced the officers and soldiers 
and shouted defiantly, ’Now. shoot, lf 
you dare, through the heart of E ng­ 
land and A m ericaf 
“And they dared not do It, for they 
feared the consequences, so the map 
was a t once released. In telling me," 
said Dr. Peck. “Mr. H askins said to 
me. w ith tears stream ing dowu his 
cheek* e.’en then, ’They loos<-d me 
then. aud. oh, how I longed to em brace 
those tw o flags!’ ”—Anglo-American.
